Bid to shift blame 
for Chilford blaze 


AN ex-employee with a grudge, 
who is on trial for trying to burn 
down Chilford Hall, this week 
blamed his co-defendant for 
starting the fire. 

Thomas Richardson, who was sacked 
as a porter barman at the venue in 2009 
for drinking on the job, told a jury at 
Cambridge Crown Court he only wanted 
to steal alcohol and “smash up” the 
wedding venue, near Linton, on June 13. 

The 28-year-old said it was Mark Hall 
who lit the napkins and put them in a bin 
under one of the tables in the Great Hall - 
but added he did not try to put it out 
because he “did not think it was a major 
threat”. 

More than a dozen fire engines and 60 
firefighters tackled the blaze until the 
following afternoon, saving the main house 
where owner Fiona Alper and her son Ben 
slept. 

An estimated £4.5 million damage was 
caused. 

However, the account of Richardson, 
who like Hall lives in Pipers Close, 
Haverhill, was dismissed as ‘absurd’ by 
prosecutor Gregory Perrins who argued 
that the accused had been dreaming of 
burning down his former workplace “year 
in, year out”. 

He said: “So Mr Hall decided completely 
on his own to set about starting a fire - 
something you had been talking about for 
years? That’s absurd.”

Value God’s creation 
whatever their age 


W E get so used to the 
Christmas story at 
this time of the year 
that some of its most 
remarkable aspects can get 
too easily lost. 

It always fascinates me the 
range of humanity that is 
involved. It is not a story full of 
the conventional heroes - a 
not very important couple 
from a small town on the 
fringes of the Roman Empire 
travel to an even more 
obscure one and don’t find 
any accommodation. 

There are doubtful 
shepherds who were always 
on die fringe of their society 
because their harsh 
occupation often prevented 
good religious observance. 
There are mysterious 
strangers, who were certainly 
foreigners, and of course the 
call of angels to people to take 
responsibility, to travel, to see. 

None of this is designed to 
show any particular people as 
being more important than 
the next - the important thing 
is to hear the voice of God as 
he speaks to us in Jesus and 
respond. 

It goes on this way when the 
young child is taken to the 
temple, and two elderly 
people recognise the child for 
who he is. Anna warns Mary of 
the joy and the heartache that 
will come to her, old Simeon 
knows that his life is fulfilled 
“Now Lord let your servant 
depart in peace”. 

It is a story that involves 
refugees, outcasts, foreigners 
and the elderly. 

The soon to retire 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
spoke about the contribution 
of older people to society 
recently. It is something worth 
saying, because so often we 
seem to be getting into a way 
of thinking of the elderly as 
only being part of a 
demographic shift. 

We are told of the longer 
lives that people are expected 
to live, and that there is a fall 
in the birth rate. So we worry 
about the ability of the young 
to care for the old, and to

sustain the infrastructure for 
an ageing population. 

We are asking people to 
work longer before they can 
expect to earn a pension, and 
ask questions about the 
quality of life. 

The Church can be as 
insensitive as other parts of 
society. I often hear the lament 
that there are no young people 
in a church congregation. 

Well, of course, we want 
people of all ages to know the 
joy of God in Jesus, but 
sometimes it can seem as if 
the older people there do not 
count or are not wanted. 

Just recently one of our 
distinguished lay canons of 
the Cathedral, the author 
Ronald Blythe, celebrated his 
90th birthday. He is still 
writing, still promoting good 


writing at literary festivals and 
championing some of the too 
easily forgotten literary giants 
of our country. 

He is a reader, a lay minister 
in his local church and speaks 
of a life fully lived and 
observant of God’s gifts 
around him. When he was in 
his 50s he wrote a remarkable 
essay about old age, aware of 
the changing demographic 
long before it became a 
fashionable topic. 

He quoted a man called 
Paul Tournier with a 
devastating saying: “I have 
come to the conclusion that 
there is one essential, 
profound, underlying 
problem, and it is that the old 
are not loved. They do not feel 
themselves to be loved, and 
too many people treat them 


with indifference and seek no 
contact with them... I think of 
the multitudes of retired 
people who hold aloof, who 
do know that people are 
concerned that they should 
have, as we say, decent living 
conditions, but who know no 
personal interest is being 
taken in them.” 

If they are not loved, what 
does that say about us? 

I hope that much has 
changed because Ronald 
Blythe wrote that essay more 
than 30 years ago. I, like most 
of you, will know of wonderful 
care homes and dedicated 
carers. But do we still need to 
be more aware, and more 
ready to celebrate the 
contribution of older people 
to us all. 

This year, after all, we 
celebrated the remarkable 
achievement of Her Majesty 
the Queen’s 60th year on the 
throne. Her steadfastness, 
sense of duty and clear 
Christian faith are a 
remarkable example on any 
level, and she achieves all this 
well into her 80s. 

The Gospel makes room for 
all, and makes room for us at 
all times of life, and in all 
stages of health. Old age might 
make us frail and the ravages 
of that cruel disease of 
dementia might rob us of our 
known selves - but the Gospel 
says we are loved by God. 

We are called to reflect that 
love in our own lives. 

This Christmas it just 
happens that two members of 
my family who are very elderly 
are both not well, and one is 
gently declining. I am 
reminded how much they 
have given me through their 
lives and I am grateful to God 
for them. 

This Christmas remember 
the God who loves us as we 
are and make every effort to 
value his creation - whatever 
their age. 

Christmas is for children - 
yes and for everyone else as 
well. 

A very happy Christmas to 
you all.

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Jail for robber who 
used walking stick 

A MAN who tried to rob a town 
centre restaurant by claiming his 
walking stick was a gun has been 
jailed. 

Kevin Clark, 40, of Abington Place, 
Haverhill, demanded money at the 
Tandoori Restaurant in Queen Street 
on November 29. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that a 
member of staff realised what the 
weapon actually was and told Clark: 
“Go on then, shoot me.” 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said 
armed police had been called by 
then. 

Clark admitted attempted robbery 
and was jailed for 16 months. 
Richard Potts, mitigating, said his 
client had been drinking and had 
little memory of what had taken 
place. 

Factory worker 
taken to hospital 

A WORKER was taken to hospital 
suffering from carbon monoxide 
poisoning after a chemical incident 
at a food factory. 

The man, in his 60s, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s for decontamination 
and treatment after two chemicals 
were reported to have been mixed 
together and caused a reaction at 
Vion Food in Little Wratting. 

His condition last night was not 
thought to be life-threatening, an 
ambulance service spokeswoman 
said.

Mr Perrins added that 
Richardson created a bonfire 
out of chairs and alcohol in 
the Great Hall because he 
could not resist the urge to 
“stand back and watch”. 

But Richardson said he left 
when he heard the alarm 
and believed the small fire 
would be put out by a 
policeman. 

He also told the jury he did 
not know Mrs Alper was 
sleeping in the house on the 
site. 

Richardson and Hall are 
standing trial at Cambridge 
Crown Court charged with 
committing arson with intent 
to endanger life. 

Richardson has already 
admitted a lesser charge 
of arson being reckless as 
to whether life was in 
danger. 

Meanwhile, Hall, also 28, 
said Richardson had told him 
he was going to “burn the 
place up” several times and 
bullied him into breaking in 
with him by threatening to 
beat him up and break into 
his house if he didn’t. 

Hall admitted damaging 
the venue but said he saw 
Richardson set the fire and 
could not find a fire 
extinguisher to put the flames 
out. 

The trial continues. 


Problem highlighted 
with wheel clamping 


A TOWN clerk’s car was 
clamped in a market square 
to show the public what 
could happen to solve a High 
Street parking crisis. 

The idea to have Will Austin’s 
personal car targeted was taken at a 
meeting of Haverhill’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT) last 
week, with clamping considered as 
one of a number of options which 
might put an end to the ongoing 
issue of illegal parking in the centre 
of the town. 

Mr Austin parked up in Market 
Square and his wheel was clamped 
with police officers standing by to 
ask passers-by how they would like 
the same treatment. 

Pc Will Wright, who has been 
evaluating a number of different 
High Street traffic management 
methods alongside Haverhill town 
council, said: “This may have been a 
publicity stunt but we wanted to 
show the public what deterrents 
there are to illegal parking in the 
High Street. 

“We had to use a car of someone 
we know and Will suggested his 
own. We had lots of people coming 
over to speak to us about what was 
going on and many of them didn’t 
realise how serious the parking 
issue is. 

“We are not saying clamping is

necessarily coming but there are a 
number of members of the public 
who feel that the fixed penalties we 
hand out are not enough and 
simply wastes police time.” 

Mr Austin added: “The idea was 
in part to draw attention to the most 
draconian option for dealing with 
illegal parking. 

“Haverhill Town Council does not 
want to see this solution in the 
High Street - our vision is one of a 
pedestrianised area with 
convenient and free/low-cost 
parking, and we will continue to 
press for that. 

“In the meantime, however, we 
do need to recognise that 
responsible, legal parking provides 
the best environment within the 
existing restrictions. 

“The recent and ongoing efforts 
of the town council and the police 
locally are focused on achieving 
that. 

“The vision of a traffic-free High 
Street, supported by 70% of 
respondents in the town council's 
survey earlier this year, needs the 
support of the county and borough 
councils, and we urge them to 
reconsider their current support for 
something called ‘shared space’, 
where traffic and pedestrians 


mingle in harmony. 

“This is not dissimilar to the 
existing arrangements in Haverhill, 
and no-one locally would argue that 
they are working. Nor will this 
solution attract the bigger name 
retailers needed by Haverhill as a 
large and growing town.” 

In a recent four-day operation by 
police - with town and county 
councillors present - 66 fixed 
penalty tickets were issued to 
drivers for ‘using a prohibited 
vehicle on a restricted road’, while it 
was observed that during a two- 
hour window on day one, 93 
disabled drivers accessed the High 
Street, but there were only 20 
parking spaces available to them. 

Other action discussed included 
introducing more street furniture to 
act as an obstacle to illegal parking, 
putting out police cones, reversing 
traffic flow so entry to the High 
Street would be from Duddery Hill 
or making Camps Road one way to 
prevent access to High Street. 

A poster and leaflet campaign 
was also suggested as well as 
employing a ‘parking space adviser’. 

Mr Austin added: “Haverhill High 
Street currently caters for the short- 
stay shopper. We want to present 
the town centre as one where larger 
retailers will want to set up and we 
think these traffic issues deter 
them.”

Police in 

festive 

warning 

MORE police will be patrolling 
the county’s streets in the 
build up to Christmas. 

Suffolk Police have said they 
will be stepping up their 
presence but warned people 
to take precautions to ensure 
they do not become victims of 
crime. 

Supt Martin Ransome said: 
“For a number of months 
leading up to Christmas and 
New Year we start to prepare 
and identify key dates where 
we know there will be greater 
numbers of people out and 
about and visiting the county’s 
nightspots. 

“We work closely with our 
partners, licensed premises 
and Street Pastors to ensure 
people have a safe, enjoyable 
time.” 

He urged party goers to 
appoint a designated driver or 
make sure to plan how to get 
home safely. 

Supt Ransome also warned 
against going out alone or 
taking short cuts through unlit 
or deserted areas. 

“It is not our intention to 
ruin anyone’s night out by 
using our powers but to 
encourage party goers to have 
fun sensibly.”

HELP is at hand for vulnerable 
people who need to get around 
during the festive season. 

The Voluntary Network is offering 
a wide range of community 
transport to elderly and disabled 
people who cannot use public 
transport over the Christmas 
period. 

They run a community car 
service, where volunteers use their 
own cars to provide transport, and a 
Dial-a-Ride service collecting 
people from their homes in the 
Forest Heath area. 

Wheelchair users are catered for 
by the Wheels within Wheels facility. 

There is also a demand 
responsive bus service providing 
links between Newmarket, 
Mildenhall, Brandon, Thetford, 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds. 

Caroline Cowie, manager of the 
Voluntary Network, said: “Our 
services provide a lifeline to many 
vulnerable people in our 
community as we help them to 
attend important appointments, go 
shopping, pay bills, attend social 
events and to visit family and 


friends.” 

Community transport runs 
throughout the year in the Forest 
Heath area but Caroline said there 
were still many people who were 
unaware of the services available to 
them. 

She said: “Without transport 
people can be left lonely and 
isolated, particularly at Christmas 
when they may be missing family 


and friends. Our services can ensure 
they do not have to spend 
Christmas alone. 

“We can also help people get out 
to get their Christmas shopping, 
which again, without transport is 
very difficult and can be a source of 
great stress. “

Linton: at their meeting on December 6, 
parish council chairman Roger Hickford said 
the A1307 meeting on November 27 was 
well attended. He advised of a meeting with 
Wendy Hay, in charge of growth at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, and said 
the next steering group meeting would be on 
January 24 at Linton village hall.

application for a £10,000 grant towards the 
pavilion extension as they require a 10-year 
rather than 7-year lease from the parish 
council. Paul Poulter suggested researching 
the background as he believed a 7-year 
lease had been approved for other applicants. 

“We will clarify the position with the 
district council,” said Mr Hickford, referring 
to the possible impact of a compulsory 
purchase order after Linton council’s refusal 
of land for allotments at Hildersham. 

It was agreed to ask if landowners of 


Linton Allotment Association’s preferred 
sites would lease land to the council. 
Hildersham Parish Council will be asked if 
they would lease land to Aztecs football 
club. 

Mr Hickford advised that the bus meeting 
planned for December 18 had been deferred 
until next month - possibly January 8. Dr 
Steve Griffiths will talk about youth provision 
in Linton at the next parish council meeting 
on January 3. 

A new planning application has been 


submitted to the district council for 18 
homes in Cambridge Road on the police 
houses site. Councillors consider the 
developers’ transport and access statement 
should include plans to widen that part of 
the busy A1307 to be paid for by the 
developer and include a 30mph limit. 

Mr Hickford thanked everyone, and 
particularly the pupils of Granta School, who 
helped plant more than 450ft of native 
hedge at Paynes Meadow and the borders 
of Chalklands with the cemetery. 



Archives in jeopardy 
over drop in funding 


A FALL in funding for 
a history group 
means people could 
lose access to some of 
its records. 

Unless the Haverhill and 
District Local History 
Group can make up the 
shortfall, its paper archives 
could be closed to the 
public. 

St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council gave the 
group £3,500 in 2011/12 
but it will only receive half 
of that next year because of 
a change in the way 
funding is allocated, 
although the new structure 
means it could win more 
money in the future. 

The shortfall means the

group faces not being able 
to rent the room used as a 
study centre at the 
Haverhill Arts Centre, 
where many of its 
photographs, deeds dating 
back centuries and other 
items are kept. 

Volunteers currently 
man the centre and speak 
to residents, researchers 
and others who visit to 
inquire about Haverhill’s 
past. 

Roy Brazier, who has 
been chairman of the 
group for between 15 and 
20 years, said the things 
would be put into storage. 


He said: “They would 
just disappear - paper 
doesn’t last long. 

“Nobody would be able 
to access them at all. 
Nobody would be able to 
research anything if we 
moved out so it’s really vital 
that we keep going, not just 
for our own sakes but for 
the people. 

“We have got so many 
people who write books 
and people from schools 
come in very often.” 

The group’s president, 
Christopher Gurteen, has 
now written letters 
appealing for people to 
become patrons of the 
group by paying £100 or 
give an annual donation. 

A spokeswoman for St 


Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said: “St Edmunds¬ 
bury has created a new, 
larger pot of funding and 
handed the power for 
deciding how it should be 
used to Haverhill. The 
£50,000 fund is admin¬ 
istered by ONE Haverhill. 

“The original grant to 
the Haverhill History 
Group was £3,500 but with 
this pot, the group can bid 
for up to £5,000. 

“We recognised that they 
would need time to put 
their application together, 
and in 2012/13 we have 
given them transition 
funding of 50 per cent of 
their previous grant.”

The Castle Partnership Academy Trust 
will submit its bid for an alternative 
provision social, emotional and 
behavioural difficulties free school to the 
Department for Education at the end of 
the month. 

Madeleine Vigar, principal at the Castle 
Partnership Academy Trust, said 
Tuesday’s consultation evening would 
help focus the bid. She said: “This is an 
exciting time for education in Haverhill.”

STRUCTURAL issues about a bridge 
have ended hopes for a new road layout. 
Calls were made by residents and 
business owners in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, for lorries to be allowed to turn 
right out of the Argos car park into Swan 
Lane and leave the town centre by Lord’s 
Croft Lane rather than have to go up their 
street. 

However, the town’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team informed the public 
at a meeting last Monday that a 
structural engineer at Suffolk County 
Council had investigated the request but 
concluded it would not be possible due 
to the weakness of the bridge over the 
brook.

Parking charge 
rise ‘could kill 
the town centre’ 


TOWNSPEOPLE and 
traders in Haverhill fear 
an increase in car 
parking costs could kill 
the town centre. 

In Ehringshausen Way 
people parking their cars 
could soon be charged £2.20 
for staying more than three 
hours - double the present 
medium stay cost of £1.10 for 
up to four hours. 

A new rate of £1 is likely to 
be introduced at the site for 
up to three hours parking, 
which could be matched in 
the Town Hall and Lower 
Downs Slade car parks. 

All three sites are likely to 
see an hourly rise from 30p to 
40p and the all day rate at the 
Town Hall car park is set to 
jump from £1.70 to £2. 

Trader Mick Pipe, owner of 
household appliance 
business M I Pipe Ltd in 
Queen Street, said the 
council should be 
encouraging shoppers and 
businesses to stay, not the

opposite. 

He said: “Traders are faced 
with rate increases and now 
shoppers will be faced with 
car parking increases “ where 
does it stop? Do they want to 
kill the town centre? 

“To increase car parking in 
Haverhill when we’ve been 
trying to get free parking is 
another nail in the coffin.” 

The proposals are part of a 
district-wide review by St 


Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

At the meeting, councillors 
also discussed the possibility 
of extending the seasonal 
Lriday free parking after 4pm. 

Businesses recently told 
the Weekly News the council’s 
“free parking after 4pm” offer 
in the lead up to Christmas 
was a “waste of time”. 

Haverhill town mayor Cllr 
Pat Hanlon renewed their 
plea for either a half or full 
day’s free parking. 

He said: “The council 
should be lowering the prices 
and in certain towns making 
it free. 

“It’s absolutely appalling 
what they’re doing and they 
should take Haverhill as a 
special case and not just treat 
it like all the other towns. 

“I really would ask them to 
think again about this.” 

The points recommended 
for approval by the cabinet 
will go to full council in 
Lebruary and if approved, 
will take effect from April.

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How school fee struggle 
inspired a £1 Om brand

Julie Deane needed a way to make enough money to send both her 
children to the same school. Now she’s turned her £600 investment into 
a worldwide brand with a £10 million turnover and celebrity fans 
including Zooey Deschanel, Alexa Chung and Daniel Radcliffe - but it 
hasn’t always been easy. Interview by LISA MILLARD 


T HIS is a first. I’ve never attempted to 
conduct an interview while 
accommodating a rather large boxer dog 
in my lap, but Rupert (the boxer), who greeted 
me at the Babraham-based office of The 
Cambridge Satchel Company, seems 
determined to make himself at home. 

You may know Rupert. He’s just starred in 
one of the latest Google Chrome ‘The web is 
what you make of it’ ads that’s enjoyed huge 
exposure on television and cinema screens, 
because he is the much-loved pet of Julie 
Deane, the clever and canny founder of the 
phenomenally successful Cambridge Satchel 
Company - the real focus of the ad. Love Julie 
and her satchels, love her dog. 

Google ads have previously featured the likes 
of Lady GaGa and Justin Bieber, but Cambridge 
mum-of-two Julie Deane is much more 
inspiring. 

The success of the hand-made satchel 
company reads like a Disney story of the 
business world. Four years ago, the idea was 
formed at the kitchen table of Julie’s Fen Ditton 
home. The mother-of-two wanted to send her 
daughter, who was being bullied, to a different 
school. This required fees for both children, as 
one could not go without the other. She had 
£600 to pull something out of the bag, so to 
speak, and she did, with bells on. 

Now The Cambridge Satchel Company 
satchels are dubbed die Brit ‘It Bag’ by the 
international fashion pack: they regularly 
appear on catwalks in Paris, Milan, London and 
New York, are cherished by trend-setting 
fashion bloggers across the globe and have 
been spotted on the shoulders of everyone 


from Zooey Deschanel and Alexa Chung to 
Daniel Radcliffe and the cast of Mad Men. 

Business is booming; the company sells 900 
satchels a day, current annual turnover is £1 
million, 30,000 people visit the website daily 
and more production capacity is required. 

Julie, a fellow of Gonville and Caius College 
(she was the first female registrar) who went on 
to train and work with Deloitte, sits behind a 
plain desk in a modest, no frills office. She 
agrees it is a compelling story, but says the tale 
thus told simplifies the actual experience. 

So, it’s not all been good, I ask? 

“No, no, oh no, nooo,” she says. “With the 
Chrome ad I am getting contacted by people 
who haven’t spoken to me for years and years 
and they say ‘You are so lucky, what a dream’. It 
must appear like that and, in many ways, it is a 
dream, but it simplifies it and completely 
overlooks the stresses we have gone through. 
Some of our growing pains have been very 
severe.” 

When Julie describes the strain of trying to 
keep a hold on everything, a sense of strategy 
and overview when ‘you’re pedalling like mad 
to keep up with the day to day’, there is a 
glimpse of the enormity of the task. 

“When our bags came out on the catwalk at 
NY fashion week with Chris Benz in September, 
they had a huge response in the States. Then it’s 
a question of juggling production and deciding 
which shops get what, because there are the 
exclusivity, branding and production issues, 
while looking forward to our next 
collaborations because it’s all so far ahead,” 
Julie says, pausing for breath. “At the same time, 
we have a new website we have been working 
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on for the past six months and a big new 
bag which there will be a frenzy over.” 

There are also 70 employees to look after 
and a factory to run. 

“And whatever happens,” says Julie, 
resolutely, “my family is number one.” 

This means, as well as heading up an 
international business, Julie takes her two 
children, Emily, 13, and Max, 11, to school 
in Cambridge every morning, collects 
them every afternoon and makes dinner. 

“But my husband is so supportive,” Julie 
says. “And if I am away, my mum will 
collect them from school.” 

Julie’s mother Freda helps at the office 
and has been by her daughter’s side ever 
since the eureka moment at the kitchen 
table. Freda was also at Julie’s side when 
she was invited to meet Samantha 
Cameron at No 10. Business is booming 
but family is at the heart of The Cambridge 
Satchel Company. 

At this point Rupert removes himself 
from my lap to settle under Julie’s desk, as 
if to remind her of his part in the story. 

“He comes everywhere with me. I was in 
Coventry yesterday and then went looking 
for new factories in Leicester and he came 
to all of that,” Julie says. I ask if factory 
owners welcome Rupert’s presence? 

“Yes,” laughs Julie. “I think it’s because 
we spend a lot of money with them... 
When we were just buying small amounts 
of stuff they seemed a lot more picky 
whether my dog came with me. But now 
they don’t seem to mind.” 

The satchels are things of great beauty: 
they come in a range of shapes, styles and 
sizes and there is something very pleasing 
about the clean lines and quality finish. 

This summer, just before the Olympics, 
the satchels were featured on The Today 
Show in the US, which was showcasing a 
couple of British brands. “We thought 'this 
is amazing’ but also knew Google was 
coming up and we tried to prepare 
ourselves for the exposure because they 
had said to expect 100,000 visitors in the 
first three minutes of the programme 
airing.” Julie called in the IT people and 
took on more servers. “Even though we 
thought we were set up, we crashed on the 
day - it completely took us out. We knew 
then we had to have a whole new site set 
up just to cope with Google. We spent 
more on that one website than on every 
website we’ve had combined and it will 
only be there for two months. But we have 
a very robust back-end now. And it’s 
coped. The hits are constant. There were 
600,000 hits on YouTube alone in the first 
week, 600,000!” 

There have been more testing times 
along the way. Julie took a former 
manufacturer of The Cambridge Satchel 


Company to court for breach of 
confidentiality and copyright for 
launching a copycat satchel range. “We 
had shared our designs and patterns and 
ideas with them. We have to trust our 
manufacturers completely. We’re a lot 
more careful these days with people we 
deal with because we got burnt. It’s the 
sense of betrayal and the way it leads you 
to question your judgment of character.” 

I wonder what, apart from the satchels, 
is the secret to her success. “A lot is just 
common sense really,” she says matter-of- 
factly. “I’ve never had a business plan. 
There’s huge amounts going on, so it 
would take too long to update. The key 
thing is, when something goes wrong, you 
don’t give up and you don’t roll over. A 
stubborn streak can be useful.” 

Despite her success, Julie is not showy. 
She is refreshingly down-to-earth, sounds 
terribly sensible and is very gentle in her 
manner. Julie Deane is a woman who can 
make things happen. 

So what will the future bring? The 
Cambridge Satchel Company has already 
collaborated with fashion superstars, 
including Comme des Gargons, and the 
bags are regularly seen on the shoulders of 
high-powered fashion editors and stylish 
celebrities and are stocked by the best 
shops in the world. Julie has hosted tea 
parties in New York, seen US iiber- 
deparment store Bloomingdale’s windows 
full of Cambridge satchels, and the bags 
recently appeared in the American TV 
legal drama series The Good Wife. 

On top of that, last month Julie beat 
designers including Kurt Geiger and Marc 
Jacobs to win a major fashion design prize 
at theWGSN Global Fashion Awards at the 
Savoy Hotel in London. “To have been 
included in the same breath as finalists 
such as those was a great honour,” said 
Julie after the ceremony. “Winning was 
more than we could ever have hoped for.” 
(It’s just the latest in a series of accolades - 
Julie is also, lest we forget, a former 
recipient of Businesswoman of the Year at 
the News’ own Business Excellence 
Awards). 

And Cambridge Satchel Company has 
launched a pop-up shop in London’s 
Covent Garden as a taster for its first-ever 
standalone shop, which will open in the 
same location in February during London 
Fashion Week. 

But none of these achievements have 
been the best moment - that happened at 
John Lewis in Cambridge. 

“It was the day me and my mum went 
shopping to buy the children their new 
school uniforms,” Julie recalls. “We’d done 
it. We just stood there and howled.”

Q We have lived in 
our council house 
for 20 years and 
this is where we brought 
up our family. I heard 
something on the news 
about people living in 
places that are too big for 
them. Now I’m really 
worried as our daughter 
has just left home. 

A If you rent your home 
from the council or a 
housing association, 
and claim Housing Benefit to 
help you pay your rent, your 
Housing Benefit may be cut 
from April next year if you’re 
of working age and your 
home is considered too large 
for you. 


The Haverhill branch of Suffolk West Citizens Advice Bureau looks at 
issues involving council tenants whose children have left home 


This could be the case if 
you have a spare bedroom, 
for example because your 
children have grown up and 
left home. 

Your Housing Benefit 
department will write to you 
before April 2013 if you’re 
likely to lose some of your 
Housing Benefit because of 
these new rules. They will 
ask you to confirm the details 
they have about you, 
including who lives in your 
home and how many 
bedrooms you have. It’s 
important to get back to 
them. 

It’s also important to find 


out now if you’ll be affected, 
so that you can work out 
how you’ll be able to pay 
your rent when the changes 
happen. You may need to 
think about trying to make up 
the shortfall from other 
benefits or savings, or 
through trying to increase 
your earnings by working 
extra hours. Check you’re not 
missing out on any extra help 
you may be entitled to, ask 
any adult family members 
living with you to contribute 
more, or think about taking in 
a lodger. 

Your council may be able 
to help through its 


discretionary housing 
payment scheme, for 
example if your home has 
been adapted or you’re a 
foster carer. They may also 
be able to help if you are 
thinking about moving to a 
smaller home.

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It's a Beanstalk bonanza!

PAUL KIRKLEY finds 
Cambridge’s Christmas panto, 
Jack and the Beanstalk, at 
the Arts Theatre, bursting 
with wit, invention and 
spectacle 


O VER the course of my 
career, I’ve seen more 
pantos than is probably 
healthy for a man who, until 
recently, didn’t even have the 
excuse of children (I may well 
be the only person to have 
witnessed both Les Dennis’s and 
Keith Chegwin’s Buttons, and 
lived). 

But Cambridge Arts Theatre’s 
seasonal productions are, in my 
experience, a cut above. 

This year sees a largely new team 
stepping in to replace recent regulars 
Julie Buckfield and Brad Fitt, though 
continuity is provided by Matt Crosby, 
who, in his eighth season at the Arts, 
finally steps up to play dame - and a 
rather fabulous job he makes of it, too. 

Crosby also co-wrote the script (with 
director Michael Fentiman), which ticks 
every box you could wish for: no custard 
pie remains unsplattered, no false bosom 
un-hoisted, no frilly bloomer under¬ 
exposed. 

This is a “traditional” panto in a very 
modern sense: while the story of Jack’s 
climb up the beanstalk to confront the 
fearsome giant is faithfully told, you can 
also expect topical gags about 
everything from Twitter and Facebook to 


coalition cuts - not to mention frequent 
outbreaks of Gangnam Style dancing 
(ask your kids). Plus there’s a 
delightfully cheeky recreation of Her 
Majesty’s Olympic encounter with 007, 
ending in a less-than-graceful skyfall 
from a helicopter. 

It’s also really quite fabulously rude in 
places - from Silly Billy asking a 
woman in the audience to “lick my lolly” 
to Dame Trott admonishing Daisy the 


heifer for reading 50 Shades of Grey 
(“you dirty cow”), it’s the bawdiest script 
in some years. But it all sails safely over 
the heads of the little ’uns, of course. 

The machine-gun gag rate, 
meanwhile, rarely lets up (sample joke: 

“I thought my ex-husband was in the 
Red Arrows. Turns out he was stacking 
washing powder in Waitrose in 
Trumpington - he was in the Ariel 
display team.” Boom and, indeed, 


boom.) 

Most of the songs are variations on 
popular favourites (including - ouch - 
I’ve Had the Climb of My Life), but by 
far the best is the evil Squire Nastee’s 
deliciously camp take on Pulp’s Common 
People, which sees him taking the 
“minging” audience to task for our lack 
of breeding. 

Stephen Beckett - who did several 
years apiece on The Bill and Coronation 


Street - is excellent as the boo-hiss 
Squire, unleashing a wickedly theatrical 
side we didn’t get to see on the 
Weatherfield cobbles or the Sun Hill 
beat. Jonny Weldon, fresh from playing 
Edmund in The Lion, the Witch and the 
Wardrobe at Kensington Gardens, makes 
for a likeable juvenile lead as Jack, while 
Rolan Bell is the perfect comic foil as 
his - ahem - identical twin brother, Silly 
Billy. Dave Nellist and John Weldon are 
also great value as the Squire’s hapless 
henchmen, Bodgit and Scarper, while 
Emily Tierney and Sophie Isaacs acquit 
themselves well in the slightly thankless 
winsome girlie roles, Tierney in 
particular playing the Good Fairy with a 
bit of a cheeky wink. 

But for all the cast’s admirable efforts, 
the real star of the show is the Giant - a 
truly amazing theatrical spectacle that 
left the kids in the audience dumbstruck 
(and, it has to be said, a couple in tears - 
be warned, you might want to keep tiny 
tots on your knee for the opening scene; 
it’s impressive - but pretty scary). 

Perhaps the only disappointment is the 
traditional slapstick “messy scene”. As is 
the Arts Theatre custom, it still features 
plenty of people sliding about in gunk 
on a hydraulic platform (this year in the 
guise of an ice-cream van), but seems a 
bit lacklustre compared with previous 
years. It’s early days, though, so may 
well find its own rhythm in time. 

That niggle aside, this is another Arts 
Theatre triumph: bursting with wit, 
invention and spectacle, Jack and the 
Beanstalk is monstrously good fun. 

Swap your best cow for a ticket if you 
have to.

LIFE OF PI 

certificate PG, 2h 07m 

OSCAR-winning director Ang 
Lee experiences film-making in 
3D for the first time with this 
handsome adaptation of the 
acclaimed novel by Yann 
Martel. 

Life Of Pi is the first film since 
Avatar to fully exploit the eye¬ 
popping format by immersing 
audiences in the central 
character’s water-logged 
odyssey, including a terrifying 
sequence in angry seas 
reminiscent of Titanic. 

Lee’s vision is breathtaking and 
entire sequences have been 
masterfully choreographed to 
take full advantage of the depth 
that 3D brings to the big screen. 


An inquisitive writer (Rafe Spall) 
turns up unexpectedly at the 
door of Pi Patel (Irrfan Khan), 
having been told his life story 
deserves to be immortalised in 
print. 

In flashback, Pi recounts his 
youth as the son of a circus 
owner (Adil Hussain) who 
decided to sell the family 
business in Pondicherry and 
emigrate to Canada with his 
wife Gita (Tabu) and two boys. 
A raging storm causes the 
Japanese freighter to overturn 
and young Pi (Suraj Sharma) 
escapes in a lifeboat along with 
a zebra, an orang-utan, a hyena 
and a tiger called Richard 
Parker. 

As the days pass the predators 
prevail until just the tiger and Pi 


remain, trapped together in a 
vast expanse of water. 

Life Of Pi is a deeply moving 
tribute to the endurance of the 
human spirit in the aftermath of 
senseless tragedy. Sharma, 
who has never acted before, is 
mesmerising, plucking 
heartstrings in close-up as his 
character is flung repeatedly 
through the emotional wringer. 
He doesn’t strike a single false 
note and his relationship with 
the tiger is beautifully realised in 
tense, humorous and touching 
scenes. 

Claudio Miranda's sumptuous 
cinematography ravishes the 
senses, enhanced by slick 
digital effects which bring the 
menagerie of two-and four¬ 
legged species to life.

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Garlands from

garden 


I F you’ve bought the 

Christmas tree and now have 
little left in your budget for 
wreaths, baubles and other 
festive garlands, just take a walk 
in the garden to find some 
twigs, sprigs and berries which 
will make pretty adornments - 
and save you pounds. 

Ideal material for adding natural 
beauty to festive scenes indoors include 
crab apples, hazel, dogwood, berried ivy, 
holly, silver birch stems, as well as a 
variety of seedheads and pine cones. 

Pre-lit man-made Christmas paper 
trees are all the rage this year, but you 
can create a similar pretty adornment at 
a fraction of the cost with half a dozen 
thick stems of willow or birch, tied 
together with florist’s wire and festive 
ribbon or raffia and placed in a large 
indoor trough or pot filled with moist 
compost and decorative stones as a 
mulch on the top. 

Wind a selection of Christmas lights 
around the branches, which will give 
any corner a focal point and takes up 
less room than a regular tree in a smaller 
space, or will add a festive glow in 
another room away from your main tree.

If you’re using Christmas lights, don’t 
add extra water to your pots. 

Clippings from your Christmas tree 
can make the base of a fabulous wreath, 
using a wire frame wrapped in moss, 
secured by florist’s wire. Take the tree 
clippings and feed them into the frame 
from their stems, making sure all the 
sprigs face the same way. Again secure 
with thin wire, circling it all the way 
around the frame, and then add holly or 
other evergreen additions, along with 
pine cones which you can secure with 
wire or glue, baubles and colourful 
ribbon for a bow at the top or bottom. 

The colourful stems of dogwood also 
make an easy indoor or outdoor wreath. 
Weave the most colourful stems 
together, wiring the first one to create 
the frame and then weaving subsequent 


stems around it. 

Holly spheres are also easy to 
make, using a dry oasis ball, 
strong curling ribbon or raffia 
and florist’s wire. When you are 
picking your holly, use end 
pieces, allowing for two to three 
pairs of leaves and then trim the 
bottom pair of leaves off so you 
have an inch of clear stem. 

Pierce the ribbon with a piece 
of wire so you can thread the 
wire and ribbon right through 
the centre of the oasis ball, 
knotting the ribbon or making it 
into a loop at the bottom and 
securing it further by threading 
more wire through the loop and into the 
oasis, to secure the decoration when it is 
suspended. 

At the top of the ball, wind the ribbon 
up to stop it becoming too creased and 
secure with a paperclip, which you can 
hold with one hand while inserting 
foliage with the other. 

Starting at the top of the sphere, put 
in pieces of holly around 2.5-3in long, 
adding small bits of conifer as you go, 
working around the ball until it is all 
covered. By eye, make sure the foliage 
is even and fill in any gaps with other 
evergreens. Thuja ‘Rheingold’ is a great 


ornamental golden conifer to stick 
between the holly sprigs. You can also 
use ivy with clusters of berries, leaving 
the last two leaves of the ivy and the 
berries, which will fill it out and give 
the sphere a different dimension. 

Other bits and pieces can also be 
added including seedheads and cones, 
which may be better glued on. Tie a bow 
at the top of the sphere with the 
remaining ribbon and then suspend it 
from your hanging basket bracket. 

Festive natural baubles can be hung 
off shelves and door handles by making 
a ball out of chicken wire and then

covering it with moss from the garden, 
secured with florist’s wire, and then 
adding either sprigs of berries or 
decorative seedheads. If you want a bit 
of sparkle, add a spray of glitter to the 
berries or a little fake snow on to the 
moss. 

And at the Christmas table, create 
your own festive place settings with 
dried fruits or small bundles of 
cinnamon sticks, gluing small cones to 
the base so they can stand upright, to 
take florist card holders. The same 
natural materials can then be added to 
your Christmas crackers to match.
